SCHOOL REPORT 


for 1897. 


As it is customary to do so, we submit a brief report, 
chiefly explanatory of the statistical table. 

During the year we have had two terms of school in six 
divisions, have furnished conveyance part of the year for four 
scholars and paid for schooling Fay children in Grafton dur- 
ing fall term. 

It was intended to have twenty weeks school in each di- 
vision but only succeeded in having that number in Philbrick, 
Morgan and Sanborn Divisions. ‘The Maxfield and Fowler 
schools closed with only eighteen weeks each, while the Cen- 


ter school lacked only three days of the twenty weeks. 


By the statistical table you can see that the average daily 
attendance in our two largest schools, Center and Maxfield, 
was very much smaller in the fall than in the spring term. 
This was caused by the prevalence of whooping-cough in these 
schools ; many of the pupils that had it attended as long as 
possible, or came only on pleasant days, others staid out for 
fear they would have it, while only a few of the afflicted ones 
succeeded in attending school every day. The improvement 
made by pupils present at close of school in Maxfield Divi- 


sion was very good. On account of sickness of the teacher at

the Center, the school closed without an examination; but we 
are confident that the scholars present did as thorough work 
this term as in the previous term, and all who attended the 
summer examination can testify to the marked ability with 
which both teacher and pupils acquitted themselves. The dis- 
advantages arising from the irregular attendance in these 
schools will be more noticeable when all the pupils are back in 
school again and those that were absent find themselves left 


far behind their former classmates. 


We wish that all parents would try to have their children 
in school the first day of our next term and every day, if pos- 
sible, during the school year, for irregular attendance is one 
of the greatest evils with which the teacher has to contend. 
Please remember that children can not enter school the second 
day or the second week, and have their names on the Roll of 
Honor. ‘Punctuality is a prime virtue anywhere” but is very 
essential to the success of our schools. The scholars in San- 
born Division deserve especial mention, as there were only 
two instances of tardiness and three pupils that were absent 
only one day during the year, while the Roll of Honor is the 
best of any in town, and the improvement made was very 


gratifying to us. 


On our Roll of Honor this year, we give the names of 
those that were tardy once but not absent, and of six pupils 


that were absent only one day to attend funerals of relatives. 


It will be well for all interested in the welfare of our 
schools to remember that first-class teachers will generally go 
where they can get the most pay for their services and that 
the number of weeks in a year is considered as well as the 
price per week, so that towns that pay good wages for the 
greatest length of time will secure the best teachers. Not 
having any winter terms our teachers are employed: where they 


have more pay and then we cannot hire them again. 

Having more money to expend this year, we succeeded in 
retaining part of the teachers employed last year, and were 
very well pleased with the work done by the other teachers, 
all of them but two having had previous experience in teach- 
ing. — 

Thanking you for the generous appropriation of money 
last spring and for courtesies extended to us, we wish that 
enough money could be raised so that we could have as good 


teachers and as many weeks schooling as in adjoining towns.
